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Senior Games ignite fun and friendship

The day started out bright and 
the ignition of the Atco Gas T orch 
in Didsbury Sunday morning 
brightened the sky even further. 

"Ignite the competition and 
enthusiasm and keep it burning 
for three days," said Atco repre¬ 
sentative, Daiyl Kong. 

Mary Turner, co-chair of the 
Olds/Didsbury Games commit¬ 
tee said, "Carry the torch with 
pride because we are so thrilled 
to have the spirit of the games in 
our communities." 

More than 70 runners from 
Zone 2, of all ages, and abilities 
lined the path of the relay run 
which took the torch between 
Didsbury and Olds. A special stop 
was made at the Didsbury Auxil¬ 
iary Hospital, where Bill Gibbs, 
102, and recent recipient of the 
Legion of Honor medal for serv¬ 
ice in WWI, carried the torch as 
an honorary bearer. 

The flame made its path down 
2A and into the opening ceremo¬ 
nies at the Olds grandstand for 
the official opening of the 1999 
Alberta Seniors Games. 

An afternoon downpour left 
two rainbows in the skies above 
the Alberta Seniors Games open¬ 
ing ceremonies and there was 
also a rainbow in the stands as 
the parade of colors representing 
each zone filed into their seats. 

About 1200 participants from 
eight different zones throughout 
the province gathered in the 
stands, together with thousands 
of spectators. So many specta¬ 
tors, in fact, that there was little 
room in the stands for spectators 
to take cover from the rain. 

But, when the rain stopped, 
the spirit ignited. 

While waiting for the ceremo¬ 
nies to begin, people began to 
stomp their feet, clap their hands, 
and sing an old time favorite,

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Town of Olds corporate report released 

CAO ant Mam are Intentlflet as key players in the problems in 0/ts

The completion of a corpo¬ 
rate review is hoped to bring 
closure of months of in-fighting 
at the Olds Town Office. 

Divisive splits on council, and 
among the staff resulted in 
Municipal Affairs being called 
in early this year. The depart¬ 
ment appointed an inspector 
who provided recommendations 
that had to be followed through 
by the end of August, one of 
which was the hiring of a con¬ 
sultant to do a corporate re¬ 
view. 

George CufT and Associates 
came in and began to clean 
house at the end of May, and 
released their final report to the 
public on Thursday. 

"I don't think the situation I 
came into is the same today," 
said Cuffin his opening remarks. 

He noted that during his dis¬ 
cussion with council, he offered 
them all the opportunity to re¬ 
sign collectively or as individu¬ 
als, but the council felt that 
together with the report in hand 
and the right spirit, they would 
achieve harmony within the 
town office walls for the first 
time since shortly after the elec¬ 
tion last October. 

He released three reports, a 
final report that won’t be avail¬ 
able to the public until it has 
been reviewed by legal counsel, 
a personnel report that outlines 
the changes and removals that 
will take place within the town 
staff which will not be released, 
and a 42 page executive sum¬ 
mary released to the public last 
week. 

The reports include 52 rec¬ 
ommendations ranging from 
how to better run the cardboard 
recycling program, to many rec¬ 
ommendations aimed at the com¬ 
munication between staff, the 
council, and the administration 
and a complete overhaul of the 
organizational structure. 

CufT stated that the public 
will see action almost immedi¬ 
ately on some of the recommen¬ 
dations, while the personnel 
changes will take place over the 
next couple of months. 

Parts of the executive sum¬ 
mary were critical of certain 
individuals within the town of¬ 


fice administration, particularly 
the incumbent Chief Adminis¬ 
trative Officer. 

Cuff, who would not say if 
the incumbent CAO would be 
facing the loss of his position, 
did state in his report, "Our 
interviews reveal that the de¬ 
partment heads, as a group, are 
not prepared to throw their 
unqualified support behind the 
CAO as they believe that this 
situation is past the point where 
an amicable resolution can be 
found that will be sustainable." 

Cuff interviewed each mem¬ 
ber of the staff, the council, and 
some members of the public in 
Olds to draw the conclusions 
included in the report. 

One significant problem found 
on every level was communica¬ 
tion, both with the public and 
among staff. 

"Communication has not been 
a strong point of this organiza¬ 
tion, to put it mildly," Cuff told 
the crowd of about 100 that had 
gathered to hear the results. 

In the executive summary he 
details, "Communication systems 
are unable to support the needs 
of the organization and are inad¬ 
equate. Internal communications 
are almost totally ineffective with 
most non-management staff tell¬ 
ing us that they rely on the 
grapevine or the local media for 
information about the organiza¬ 
tion." Cuff specifically addressed 
the attitude of much of the upper 
management of the Town of Olds 
that the inquiries by the public 
were a nuisance, and did not 
need to be addressed in any sort 
of manner. At the report release, 
Cuff stated that this is a pitfall 
for an organization that is de¬ 
signed as a public body. 

"The public is the business,” 
he said. 

He noted that the lack of com¬ 
munication caused a great deal 
of the problems, because there 
was no level of trust between the 
staff, the council and the public. 

Other problems that Cuff ad¬ 
dressed among personnel was 
the lack of experience of some 
members of council, including 
Mayor Norma Duncan. 

Specifically the report states, 
"The majority of council feels 
strongly that the Mayor's leader- 
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ship style needs to change if the 
council is to act in a more effec¬ 
tive and collegial fashion. The 
majority, if not all of council, 
also recognizes that they must 
accept the decision of the rate¬ 
payers as to who has been elected 
Mayor and work cooperatively 
with the incumbent to properly 
serve the collective interests of 
the residents of Olds." 

While CufT went through some 
of the issues involving the role 
and the actions of the Mayor, 
Duncan, who sat in the front row 
during the report release some¬ 
times blushed, but seemed in high 
spirits. She had already seen the 
report earlier that afternoon. 

The report also addressed the 
lack of planning for the replace¬ 
ment of integral equipment, such 
as firefighting equipment, that 
has now become a safety issue, 
and major infrastructure such 
as the lack of ability for the 
water treatment plant to ac¬ 
commodate the residents. 

After the public examination 
of the corporate review Duncan 
was obviously relieved that the 


process was complete, and said 
she was ready to start working 
on recommendations dealing 
both directly with her personal 
performance, as well as work¬ 
ing with the office staff to be 
sure all of the recommenda¬ 
tions were implemented where 
they needed to be. 

When commenting on the last 
seven months of turmoil 
Duncan said, "They've been 
very, very difficult. I am just 
really looking forward to get¬ 
ting on with things and getting 
the recommendations imple¬ 
mented because they are all very 
positive." 

Cuff asked the public to rec¬ 
ognize that their local govern¬ 
ment had gone through a tough 
time, but to allow them the 
chance to recover and continue 
on with the business of running 
Olds. 

We’ve hit a banana peel in 
life and we've all made the choice 
to move forward and we need to 
offer them (the Town Office and 
council) the same opportunity," 
said Cuff.

"We re definitely looking for¬ 
ward to another kick at it," 
says Rhonda Hunter, team 
coach and player. 

The team left Tuesday night 
after stopping in Calgary to 
compete in the B Division Fi¬ 
nal for their league. 

"We re hoping to leave with 
the B Final championship 
when we go," said Hunter 
Thursday.

This is not an inexpensive 
venture for the ladies. Hunter 
says that through their ball tour¬ 
nament and their steak and lob¬ 
ster night, and a few private 
donations, the team managed to 
raise about $7000 towards the 
cost of the Nationals trip. To¬ 
gether with the $8000 the ladies' 
themselves pulled together, it is 
a lot of money. 

But it's all worth it, says 
Hunter. The team will enjoy the 
travelling, the sightseeing, the 
camaraderie, and of course the 
ball. 

"It's so much fun to compete 
at that level," she says. 

The team will return to Dids¬ 
bury on Aug. 5, and Hunter 
says she has high hopes that 
they will return with good news 
and maybe a little medal around 
their neck.

I would encourage any member 
of the public who is concerned about this decision, the conflict of 
interest, and the biased of the county, to still attend the hearing 
even though they will not be permitted to speak. Our public 
representatives need to be continually reminded that we are still 
watching, it our job, and their responsibility to act appropriately.

On the following Monday 
morning, while fuelling our 
car in Didsbury, a gas attend¬ 
ant made this comment. "I had 
a customer of yours from the 
campground that said 'I have 
a mind to turn management 
into the Didsbury Town Of¬ 
fice for not having or trying to 
control unruly children in the 
campground on the weekend."' 

Looks to me like a no win 
situation. 

In reference to the children 
as quoted in the article, "your 
shoes are too dirty to use the 
washroom." The children in 
question were barefoot. Due 
to the excessive amount of 
rain, the area under and 
around the playground swings 
were full of mud and water.

We 
were also asked to tell the most 
important thing that we had 
learned since graduation. Of 
course, there was one person 
who was still waiting to learn 
something, but I was again im¬ 
pressed by the number of peo¬ 
ple who mentioned family val¬ 
ues, "love God and your neigh¬ 
bor," and "family and friends 
are the most important things 
in life." I count myself very for¬ 
tunate to have classmates that 
hold such values. 

International travel isn't al¬ 
ways so much fun. I used to 
love flying, but the novelty has 
worn off and the reality has set 
in. Sitting on a plane for seven 
hours can be boring, despite 
the snacks, meals, and movies. 
Waiting for hours (six in 
Minneapolis) in airports is any¬ 
thing but enjoyable. Fortu¬ 
nately I needed to get to a drug 
store to buy some allergy medi¬ 
cine for Janet that wasn't avail¬ 
able yet in Canada. In Amster¬ 
dam I had only two hours to 
wait, so I shaved, brushed my 
teeth, and changed clothes. 

By the time I arrived in Kano 
(Nigeria) I had been up over 
thirty hours with only naps on 
the planes. I was grateful for 
answered prayer: things did go 
smoothly in Kano airport. Af¬ 
ter 47 days, it was great to see 
Janet again. We really must 
plan better next time we're 
separated to make sure it isn't 
so long. We stayed with mis¬ 
sionary friends in Kano over 


night, and drove back to Jos 
the next day. We had a driver 
so we spent the three and a half 
hours chatting about all the 
things that we hadn't commu¬ 
nicated by e-mail. 

Back in Jos, I'm grateful for 
the changes that Janet made 
while I was away. She obvi¬ 
ously managed very well. 
Maraya (our bird) was glad to 
see me, but she's gone back to 
biting Janet, which she didn't 
do at all while I was gone. My 
internal clock is all confused. I 
need to take naps in the middle 
of the day and I wake up at 3 
a.m. This morning I went back 
to sleep about 5:30 and Janet 
had to wake me up at 11:15 or I 
might have slept the whole day. 

Janet's allergies seem to be a 
bit better; maybe the medicine 


helped. We ll see what happens 
when we go to Miango on Mon¬ 
day. Preparations for Vacation 
Bible School for about 45 mis¬ 
sion kids has occupied most of 
our time since returning to Jos. 
Janet had most things ready, 
but there are always last- 
minute things that need to be 
done. 

We appreciate feedback 
about our weekly letters. It's 
good discipline for us to write 
them, and they help us focus on 
what we're doing here. 

While I was home I was en¬ 
couraged by a number of peo¬ 
ple who said that they enjoyed 
them. Thanks for letting us 
share our mundane lives in a 
different environment with 
you.

Classic at college 


At the 5th Annual Provincial 
4-H Horse Classic program later 
this month, approximately 150 
participants will bring their 
horse-sense - but not their 
horses. 

Horse Classic, July 28-30 at 
Olds College, is a knowledge 
and skills-based program that 
gives Alberta 4-Hers a chance to 
show what they have learned at 
club-level horse projects. 

"Participants have to know 
their material and don't get any 
coaching from parents or lead¬ 
ers during the competition," says 
Dwayne Grover, 4-H Equine 
Advisory Committee Chairman. 
"They have to have done their 
studying at home and have to 
have some experience judging 
horses and different breeds of 
horses. They have to know the 
books. All the materials are pro¬ 
vided for them, but they've got 
to study and know it all.'' 

Among the activities at Horse 
Classic are the Horse Bowl Con¬ 
test, which tests teams on their 
grasp of a wide range of equine- 
related topics; an Illustrated 
Talk Contest, where delegates 
demonstrate their knowledge 
through presentations and lec¬ 
tures; and, the Hippology Con¬ 


test, in which all 4-H delegates 
attending Horse Classic partici¬ 
pate. This competition tests del¬ 
egates' understanding of horses 
and related topics through quiz¬ 
zes, identification questions, 
judging competitions, knowl¬ 
edge-station tests and team 
problems. 

Sponsored by Gas Alberta, 
UFA, Lammle's Western Wear, 
Burwash Horse Gear and SSG, 
the Horse Classic is open to 
delegates aged 9 to 21. 

"This year has seen the larg¬ 
est number of young delegates 
entering the competition," says 
Grover. 

The top four delegates over 
the age of 15 qualify for the 
Western Round-Up Horse Com¬ 
petition in Denver, Colorado 
later in 1999, which is what 
many delegates strive for. 

"Once they get a little older, 
they’re really shooting for that 
trip to Denver," adds Grover. 

"Although the Horse Classic 
is only in its fifth year, partici¬ 
pation has tripled from what it 
was at the outset of the pro¬ 
gram. There are some people 
who have been there every year, 
but it seems that we re always 
getting new participants also.”

Almost all of us have at least one kind of phobia. 
Some people hate snakes. Others are terrified of 
mice, spiders, needles or dentists. I have a passion¬ 
ate dislike of two things - heights and stinging insects. 
Whenever a bee decides to zoom in for a close look, I 
inevitably respond in a manner that runs contrary to all the 
rules on how to deal with these creatures. I flail my arms, run 
for cover or start blowing little short bursts of air frantically. 

, , > I realize how ridiculous I must look to anyone watching. Bees seem 

to find this ritual unnerving as well. Just too strange! Although 
unconventional and quite unnecessary, my tactics usually work. 
The bees usually buzz off to more sane recipients of their 
attention. 

One down time my husband and I took a leisurely drive into the interior of British Columbia 
following the Trans-Canada Highway. One harrowing part of this journey, for me, was 
knowing that we would have to manoeuvre the sharp corners, blind spots, occasional skittering 
rocks and the cliff-hugging piece of road east of Golden aptly named, Kicking Horse Pass. 
Despite the magnificent view, I frequently spend this part of the journey submerged in a novel 
or crouched on the seat as far as my seatbelt would allow. Warning bells start to sound. The 
potential for danger lurks beyond every twist. "What ifs" start to play havoc in my mind. What 
if an oncoming car decides to pull out and pass a slow moving truck or trailer just as we round 
a corner? What if we lose our steering or brakes? What if we careen off the edge of the highway 
and plummet into the gorge? The scenarios get embellished as each mile passes. 

On this particular trip we did not have the luxury of air conditioning to ward off the 
seasonably warm temperature. Both my husband and I had cranked open our windows to cool 
down and to feel the rush of mountain air wash over our faces. While navigating around yet 
another twist of this treacherous piece of highway we discovered that we had inadvertently 
picked up a third passenger. A huge bumble bee had flown or got stuck in the window. After 
making several angry loops around the interior of the car, this uninvited insect settled 
comfortably on my husband's lap. I was transfixed by the sight of him sitting there so calmly. 
But only for a moment. The fear of the death on the highway was quickly overcome by the fear 
of what vengeance this passenger had in store for my husband. 

Quickly I reached down and removed my shoe. Whack! Still moving. Whack! Whack! A couple 
more should do the trick. I pummelled that bee relentlessly, temporarily forgetting that my 
husband sat helplessly underneath this creature. Normally calm and composed, and trying 
valiantly to concentrate on the road, he finally screamed, "Forget the bee! I'd rather be stung 
than end up mutilated!" I regained my senses immediately and looked at the remains of the bee. 

I admit I had been a little aggressive. That poor bee was now utterly unrecognizable. 

We made a quick stop in Golden to survey the external damage from an upright position. All 
of us know what bug splats look like on car windows. Unfortunately this bug's remains weren’t 
on the outside of the glass. A little scrubbing, and ice, was necessary before we could continue 
our journey. Luckily the bruising healed quickly. I blush at the memory. Guess it's time to get 
more control over this particular phobia or my husband will end up with one of his own. 

Moral: The trick to survival is knowing when it's time to buzz off.

Also, they will allow people to access the Parkland 
Regional Library system to check out book availability 
and what's new in the libraries around the region. 

Mark Fischer, from the Didsbury Library, says that 
anyone can come in and use the new computers, with or 
without a library card. He does remind parents that if 
your child is under 18 years, a permission form must be 
signed because of the lack of monitoring on the Internet. 

There is no cost to use the new computers, but any¬ 
thing that is printed on them costs $0.25 a page. 

Fischer says the library is hoping to secure another 
computer that will be used just for word processing, so 
that people can do their resumes and letters on it. 

"It's a good idea to phone ahead and book a time," said 
Fischer, because the computers are really busy.

Crisis saferooms 

You never know when a crisis might hit you or someone 
you love. You never know when you might need a safe place 
to stay, where you can feel secure and protected. 

With this in mind, interagencies in the area are looking 
into the need for a "saferoom" into all of their hospitals. 

These saferooms would be a monitored room for medium 
to low risk suicide victims, children, teens, adults and 
pretty much anyone who needed a safe place to stay for a 
night. 

The idea is that the saferoom would replace sending 
these less critical cases to Calgary or Ponoka for care. 

"We want a better system for our clients," said Marieanne 
Schacher, who is involved in the creation of the saferoom. 
"We want them to feel safe. It's a need that's seen in the 
community.” 

This "safety" issue is one that many members of the 
community are concerned about. Peter Versulys, a Mental 
Health Therapist for Alberta Mental Health Board, says 
that everyone from ambulance attendants to Victim Serv¬ 
ices volunteers are talking about "safety.” 

There are a lot of administrative details that need to be worked out before these rooms can 
be implemented, such as cost and structure, but the Mental Health staff hope that it is a 
possibility in the near future. 

"The Community Advisory Committee sees this as something they'd like to explore further 
to improve," said Monica Flexaug, Regional Mental Health Services Manager. 


The bell shall ring 

Many improve¬ 
ments and new ideas 
are taking place at the 
Didsbury Museum all 
the time. 

One such idea is to 
have the old school 
bell in the tower at 
the Museum start 
ringing again. 

Now, if that bell 
was to ring twice 
daily, at 9 a.m. and at

rope to manually ring 
the bell. 

That's where Clem Kuelker comes in. 

Kuelker designed a machine that will automatically 
ring the bell at the designated times each day. 

Kuelker said the machine was quite to easy to design, 
and that it only took him two hours to put it together. 

He used an old pump jack and a motor out of an old 
washing machine. He put them on a base, extended the 
arm of the pump jack to give it some stroke and put an 
electrical timer on the invention. 

The bell should start ringing on Sept. 1, in honour of 
school starting again.

The group ate what the homeless ate, slept on the floor 
of the basement at the Mustard Seed, and were out on the streets of Calgary all day long, 
carrying all their belongings with them. 

'You experience what they experience," he said. You really develop a heart of compassion 
for these people." 
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James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: What should you tell an adopted child about his 
or her biological parents in "closed" adoption situations? How do 
you answer his tough questions about why he wasn't wanted, 
etc.? 

DR. DOBSON: I'll give you an answer written by I)r. Milton 
Levine in a vintage parenting book titled 'Tour Child From 2 to 
5," then I’ll comment on his recommendation. Dr. Levine was 
associate professor of pediatrics. New York Hospital, at the 
time. He listed three possible ways to tell an adopted child about 
his origin: 

1. Tell the child his biological parents are dead. 

2. State plainly that the biological parents were unable to care 
for their baby themselves. 

3. Tell the child nothing is known about the biological 
parents, but that he was secured from an agency dedicated to 
finding good homes for babies. 

Dr. Levine preferred the first approach: "The child who is told 
that his biological parents are dead is free to love the mother and 
father he lives with. He won't be tormented by a haunting 
obligation to search for his biological parents when he's grown." 

He continued: "Since the possibility of losing one's parents is 
one of childhood's greatest fears, it is true that the youngster 
who is told that his biological parents are dead may feel that all 
parents, including his second set, are pretty impermanent. 
Nevertheless, I feel that in the long run the child will find it 
easier to adjust to death than to abandonment. 

"To tell a youngster that his parents gave him up because they 
were unable to take care for him is to present him with a 
complete rejection. He cannot comprehend the circumstances 
which might lead to such an act. But an unwholesome view of 
himself as an unwanted object, not worth fighting to keep, might 
be established.” 

I disagree with Dr. Levine at this point. 1 am unwilling to lie 
to my child about anything, and would not tell him that his 
natural parents were dead if that were not true. Sooner or later, 
he will learn that he has been misled, which could undermine our 
relationship and bring the entire adoption story under suspi¬ 
cion. 

Instead, I would be inclined to tell the child that very little is 
known about his biological parents. Several inoffensive and 
vague possibilities could be offered to him, such as: "We can only 
guess at the reasons the man and woman could not raise you. 
They may have been extremely poor and were unable to give you 
the care you needed; or maybe the woman was sick; or she may 
not have had a home. We just don't know. But there is one thing 
we do know. She must have loved you very, very much - enough 
to give you life and to make sure you were raised in a loving home 
where you would be taken care of. We're so thankful that the 
Lord led her to let us raise you." 


QUESTION: We have a 5-year-old son who has been diag¬ 
nosed with attention deficit disorder (ADD). He is really difficult 
to handle, and 1 have no idea how to manage him. I know he has 
a neurological problem, I don't feel right about making him obey 
as we do our other children. It is a big problem for us. What do 
you suggest? 

DR. DOBSON: I understand your dilemma, but I urge you 
to discipline your son. Every youngster needs the security of 
defined limits, and the boy or girl with ADD or ADHD (attention 
deficit/hyperactivity disorder) is no exception. Such a child 
should be held responsible for his behavior, although the 
approach may be a little different. 

For example, most children can be required to sit on a chair 
for disciplinary reasons, whereas some very hyperactive chil¬ 
dren would not be able to remain there. Similarly, corporal 
punishment is sometimes ineffective with a highly excitable little 
bundle of electricity. As with every aspect of parenthood, 
disciplinary measures for the ADD child must be suited to his or 
her unique characteristics and needs.

Common Ground: Landmines 
must be stopped

In many parts of the world 
landmines aren't marked with 
warning signs. 

They're marked with blood. 

Detonated by the feet of pass¬ 
ing civilians. 

The 1980 UN Weapons Con¬ 
vention dictates that "parties to 
a conflict shall record the loca¬ 
tion of all pre-planned mine 
fields laid by them." 

Wars dictate otherwise. 

In the heat of battle 
landmines are scattered in huge 
numbers. 

Angola alone has over nine 
million buried landmines. 
That's one for every single mem¬ 
ber of the population. 

Landmines are also dropped 
with scant regard for their 
whereabouts, fired from launch¬ 
ers, or dropped from helicop¬ 
ters or planes. Which means 
there’s little chance of mapping 
the weapons with any accu¬ 
racy. 

And so landmines buried for 
short-term military gain pro¬ 
duce appalling long-term con¬ 


sequences. 

When the trouble ends and 
the soldiers disappear these 
weapons remain to wreak havoc 
on the local population. 

In Poland, people are still 
being killed or injured by 
landmines 50 years after World 
War II ended. 

But even if the military had a 
rough idea where they’d left 
their landmines there is little 
chance they could remove them. 

Modem plastic mines are in¬ 
credibly difficult to detect, while 
other varieties are simply too 
dangerous to try and defuse. 

Afghanistan has nearly 3,000 
deminers but it will take dec¬ 
ades to clear the country, while 
huge tracts of Africa are no-go' 
areas because of landmines. 

The situation is even worse 
for people in countries with on¬ 
going conflicts. As the tide of 


battle shifts, an area that was 
safe one day can be mined the 
next. 

Action needs to be taken now. 

The Canadian Red Cross 
strongly supports the Ottawa 
Treaty which calls for a world¬ 
wide ban on the production, 
export and use of anti-person¬ 
nel landmines. To date 135 
countries have signed the Ot¬ 
tawa Treaty. 

Southern Alberta can become 
involved by making a financial 
donation to the Canadian Red 
Cross Landmine Survivors 
Fund. Funds are used to oper¬ 
ate 18 Red Cross rehabilitation 
centres in seven countries. 
These centres manufacture and 
fit artificial limbs, as well as 
provide psychological support 
to landmine survivors.

CTA analysis on railway costs 


Shell Canada Limited, 
Sultran Ltd., and Canadian 
Pacific Railway (CPR) had 
tonnes of reasons to celebrate 
last week, ten million, to be 
exact. The most effective 
formed sulphur unit train serv¬ 
ice in the world moved its ten 
millionth tonne of sulphur out 
of Shell Canada's Shantz Sul¬ 
phur Forming Facility Tues¬ 
day afternoon. The Shantz fa¬ 
cility is near Didsbury, about 
65 kms north of Calgary. Hot 
liquid sulphur is transported 
from Shell's Caroline gas 
processing plant via a 42km 
underground pipeline to Shantz, 
where it is cooled and formed 
into dry pellets, loaded on spe¬ 
cial gondola railcars and sent 
to the west coast to be shipped 
to markets around the world. 

Since the facility's opening 
in 1992, CPR, Sultran and Shell 
have worked together to ex¬ 
pand sulphur transport from 
Shantz at an almost unbeliev¬ 
able rate, from shipping 15,000 
tonnes its first year of opera¬ 
tion, to an output of two million 
tonnes in 1998. 

"Operating and logistics 
efficiencies allow the Shell plant 
to produce more than double 
the production of sulphur than 
any other plant in the world," 
said Shell Canada Senior Op¬ 
erating Officer Ray Woods. 
"Shell Caroline converts raw 
gas into up to 5,445 tonnes of 
pure liquid sulphur a day and 
sends it to Shantz for process¬ 
ing. This represents 25% of 
Alberta's sulphur.” 

"From a logistics stand¬ 
point, the train service at 
Shantz features quick loading 
and turnaround; more payload 
behind the railcars; and longer 
unit trains of over 6,000 feet, 
allowing for safe, timely and 
cost-effective transport of 
more sulphur per shipment," 
says Rick Sallee, vice-presi¬ 
dent, CPR Agri-products and 
Coal and Resource Products 
Groups. "These features, to¬ 
gether with Sultran's schedul¬ 
ing, railcar provisions and 
port operations for overseas 
shipments, complete a logis¬ 
tics chain second to none in 
delivering sulphur to destina¬ 
tions around the world." 

"We're pleased and proud to 
be part of the successful logis¬ 
tics management of ten mil¬ 
lion tonnes of formed sulphur 
from Shantz to the Vancouver 
terminals for overseas trans¬ 
port, and I look forward to 
moving ten million more," said 


Lome Friberg, president and 
chief executive officer, Sultran 
Ltd. "The level of service Shell 
Canada, Sultran and CPR pro¬ 
vide together allows the Shantz 
facility to play a major role in 
internationally traded sul¬ 
phur." 

CPR's Sulphur team pro¬ 
vides shippers with efficient, 
reliable and safe transit to lo¬ 
cations throughout North 
America and to ports that en¬ 
able delivery of Canada's liq¬ 
uid and formed sulphur to cus¬ 
tomers as far away as China, 
Brazil, South Africa and Mo¬ 
rocco.

On July 20, the facilitator 
for the reform of the grain han¬ 
dling and transportation sys¬ 
tem, Arthur Kroeger, released 
the Canadian Transportation 
Agency's analysis of the cur¬ 
rent costs of grain transporta¬ 
tion by rail. 

"I wish to thank the Cana¬ 
dian Transportation Agency for 
providing me with independent 
and reliable information in a 
timely manner," said Kroeger. 

"This analysis will enable us 
to develop sound recommenda¬ 
tions to implement a more com¬ 
mercially oriented grain trans¬ 
portation system based on Jus¬ 
tice Willard Estey’s vision." 

Kroeger was recently ap¬ 
pointed by Transport Minister 
David Collenette to work with 
industry stakeholders, includ¬ 
ing producers, to prepare rec¬ 
ommendations by Sept. 30, 
1999, on the changes necessary 
to implement a reform package 
by crop year 2000/2001. This 
reform will be based on the 
framework outlined by Justice 
Estey's report for a more com¬ 
mercially oriented system. 

The Canadian Transporta¬ 
tion Agency (CTA) found that 
the estimated total costs for 
moving the 1998 Western grain 


ranged from $676.5 million to 
$700.9 million. The CTA also 
found that the difference be¬ 
tween the railways' net revenues 
and their estimated costs re¬ 
lated to grain transportation 
for 1998 were between $99.4 
million and $123.8 million, with 
the railways' estimated costs 
including a fair return on eq¬ 
uity. The CTA also estimates 
that 49-55% of new productiv¬ 
ity savings generated in 1998 
were passed on to shippers. 

The information contained 
in the report will contribute 
significantly to the work in 
progress by Kroeger, especially 
for two of the working groups 
created to support the work of 
Kroeger, the Working Group 
on Rate and Revenues and the 
Working Group on Competi¬ 
tion (Safeguards). 

The challenge for these work¬ 
ing groups is to develop appro¬ 
priate implementation details 
to ensure that farmers benefit 
from productivity gains derived 
from both the handling and 
transportation elements of the 
system in the future. This must 
be done in a way that maintains 
the incentive for the continued 
investment by the different 
stakeholders and to make the 


system more efficient. 

Recommendation 15 of Jus¬ 
tice Estey’s final report recog¬ 
nized the principle that farmers 
should benefit from system pro¬ 
ductivity gains. Justice Estey 
indicated that there should be a 
future review of productivity 
gains in the grain handling and 
transportation system and, 
more particularly, of "... the 
flow-through of such gains to 
the farmer and, where appro¬ 
priate, to the other stakehold¬ 
ers proportionate to their con¬ 
tribution." 

In the report's conclusions, 
Estey also stated that: "Farm¬ 
ers can expect to see signifi¬ 
cantly lower charges for han¬ 
dling and transportation as the 
new millennium unfolds, espe¬ 
cially if a new commercial and 
contract-based system emerges

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Salvaging hailed crops for 
livestock feed a good idea 


The July thunderstorm sea¬ 
son always results in some low- 
quality cow feed from crops that 
were intended for another pur¬ 
pose. The question that often 
arises is what is the potential 
for nitrate poisoning when feed¬ 
ing hail-damaged crops. The 
short answer is that the risk of 
nitrate poisoning can be high if 
precautions are not taken in 
harvesting and feeding. The 
good news is that effective meas¬ 
ures can be taken to reduce the 
danger to livestock. 

"First, an understanding of 
how nitrates accumulate in the 
plant and how livestock are af¬ 
fected is useful," says Lome 
Erickson, forage specialist with 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Rimbey. 

"Nitrate movement from the 
soil into the plant is part of the 
normal growth process. When 
the plant is actively growing it 
is able to convert the nitrate 
into protein and other nitrogen 
compounds at the same rate it is 
absorbed. If the crop is damaged 
by hail, frost, drought or herbi¬ 
cides, the plants cannot keep up 
with the nitrate absorption and 
the nitrates will accumulate.” 

This nitrate accumulation 
can be toxic to livestock, par¬ 
ticularly if the crop is harvested 
and stored when levels are high. 
Ruminants (cattle, sheep, goats) 


are most susceptible than are 
monogastrics (horses, pigs) and 
cattle are the most at risk. Ni¬ 
trate poisoning can cause a 
number of problems ranging 
from reduced gains to abortions 
and even death. 

"In general, cereal crops and 
weeds are more likely to accu¬ 
mulate dangerous nitrate levels 
than are grasses or legumes, 
although the risk diminishes as 
the crop matures,” says Erickson. 

"Nitrate levels will be higher 
in damaged crops that have had 
a heavy application of nitrogen 
fertilizer or manure. An imma¬ 
ture oat crop on fertile soil is the 
most likely to have high nitrate 
levels following hail or frost." 

To reduce the risks of har¬ 
vesting a high nitrate crop, it is 
usually best to harvest the crop 
very soon after the hail storm, 
before nitrates have had time to 
build up and while plant quality 
is still good. Often it is too wet 
to get on the field for a few days 
and if the weather is cool and 
cloudy and plant leaves are se¬ 
verely damaged, the nitrate level 
could be extremely high after 
three or four days. In this case, 
waiting a week or more could 
reduce nitrates as plants either 
die back or resume growing and 
using nitrate. Each field must 
be carefully checked to deter¬ 
mine what growth potential re¬ 


mains and to estimate it’s abil¬ 
ity to utilize accumulated ni¬ 
trates. 

"If grazing is the best way to 
salvage a hailed-out crop, be 
sure animals are full before turn¬ 
ing them out, and initially only 
allow them to graze the dam¬ 
aged field for two or three hours 
each afternoon when nitrate lev¬ 
els are the lowest," adds 
Erickson. 

"If nitrate levels are suspected 
to be extremely high, grazing 
might be the best option be¬ 
cause nitrates are released more 
slowly than if dried feed and 
livestock will consume fresh for¬ 
age much more slowly." 

The choice of harvesting 
method, bales or silage, should 
be based on storage and feeding 
management. Nitrate levels are 
not likely to diminish once the 
feed is stored unless it's put up 
in poor condition and suffers a 
lot of spoilage. Nitrate levels may 
drop to some degree in the 
windrow if the crop is quite lush 
when cut and dries slowly before 
baling. Rain on the windrowed 
feed will also help to reduce ni¬ 
trate levels. 

"It is important that hail-dam¬ 
aged feed be stored separately, 
tested for nitrates and fed in 
combination with low-nitrate 
feeds to reduce the risk of poison¬ 
ing," concludes Erickson.

Well pits are very com¬ 
mon on older farmsteads, 
although they have not 
been allowed since the 
Environmental Protection 
Act was proclaimed in 1993. 

Well pits are below ground, 
poorly ventilated, often have 
some water in the bottom, 
and many have been used to 
store vegetables. These con¬ 
ditions could easily set up 
the same scenario that was 
reported in these deaths. 

Carbon dioxide is produced 
by fermentation. Carbon di¬ 
oxide is heavier than air so 
that it can build up and be 
trapped in a low unventilated 
space. Someone entering this 
space can be suffocated due 
to the lack of oxygen. 

Well pits can pose addi¬ 
tional hazards however.

About the CFC Bulletin 


The Canadian Firearms Centre (CFC) 
Bulletin explains specific areas of the 
Firearms Act and how it affects you. 
The CFC coordinates the work of 
federal and provincial/ territorial part¬ 
ners implementing the Firearms Act 
which is being phased in from Dec. I, 
1998 to Jan. 1.2003. 

Before you register... 

Before you can register your fire¬ 
arms, you must have a firearms li¬ 
cense or a valid Firearms Acquisition 
Certificate (FAC). You cannot regis¬ 
ter your firearms without possessing 
a licence or a valid FAC. If you send 
in your registration application with¬ 
out possessing a licence or a valid 
FAC, or at least having applied for a 
licence, your application will be put 
on hold and you will be notified by 
telephone or by mail that you must 
apply for a firearms licence. 

To get a licence fill out an: 
-application of a Possession-Only Li¬ 
cence (form JUS 669); or, 
-application fora Possession and Ac¬ 
quisition Licence (form JUS 670). 
You can apply for a licence and to 
register your firearms at the same 
time. Simply fill out the licence and 
registration application forms and 
mail them together in the same enve¬ 
lope. Yourlicenceapplication will be 
processed first. Once your licence 
application is approved, your regis¬ 
tration application will be processed. 
You will receive both your licence 
and registration certificate in the mail. 
Application forms are available at 
your local post office, by calling the 
Canadian Firearms Centre toll-free at 
I -8(X)-731 -4(X)0. or by printing them 
off the CFC website at www.cfc- 
ccaf.gc.ca. 

To get a Possession and Acquisition 
Licence ... 

In order to get a Possession and Ac¬ 
quisition Licence to acquire non-re- 
stricted firearms (most hunting rifles 
and shotguns), you must either take 
the Canadian Firearms Safety Course 
and pass the test, or just challenge and 
pass the test without taking the course. 
You don't have to take the course and/ 
or pass the test if you have: 

-Already passed the test; 

-Taken an equivalent course before 
Jan. I, 1995, approved, in 1993 or 
1994. by the Attorney General of 
Manitoba or Quebec (only these two 
provinces declared courses as being 
equivalent); or 

-Received alternative certification by 
your Chief Fi rearms Officer (provided 
that you have continuously owned a 
firearm since Jan. 1,1979). For more 
information, contact your CFO's of¬ 
fice. 

Under the Firearms Act, the Cana¬ 
dian Firearms Safety Course has been 
split in two. One course deals with 
non-restricted firearms safety, the 
other focuses on restricted firearms 
safety. These new courses have been 
in effect since Feb I. 1999. 

In order to gel a Possession and Ac¬ 
quisition Licence to acquire restricted 
firearms (mostly handguns), you must 
take the Canadian Firearms Safety 
Course and the Canadian Restricted 
Firearms Safety Course and pass the 


test, or just challenge and pass the 
test without taking the courses. You 
don't have to take the courses and/or 
pass the test if: 

-You have already passed the test; 
-You passed the Canadian Firearms 
Safety Course test prior to Feb. I, 
1999; or 

-You received alternative certifica¬ 
tion by your CFO (provided that you 
have continuously owned a firearm 
since Jan. I, 1979). For more infor¬ 
mation. contact your CFO's office. 
Minors and people who have been 
subject to a firearms prohibition or¬ 
der must have both take the appro¬ 
priate course and pass the test if they 
want a licence. 

The safety course or test is not re¬ 
quired to get a Possession-Only Li¬ 
cence. This licence allows individu¬ 
als simply to keep and use the fire¬ 
arms they already owned on Dee. 1, 
1998 and to borrow firearms of the 
same class. 

This licence is not available after 
Dec. 31, 2(XX); only the Possession 
and Acquisition Licence will be 
available after that date. 

For information about safety courses 


in your area, contact your CFO. To 
get in touch with your CFO call the 
Canadian Firearms Centre toll-free at 
I -8(X)-731 -4(XX) and an operator will 
connect your call. 

Reminder about fee increases: 

On Dec. I. 1999: 

-the fee for a possession-only licence 
increases from $10 to $45; and 
-the fee for registering all the fire¬ 
arms you owned on Dec. I, 1998 
increases from $ 10 to $ 14. 

Please note: These fees are for the 
processing of your application forms 
and are non-refundable.
